A narrow escape from death by as 
phyxiation was recorded for an Albany 
family of three Sunday morning. 

Those fortunately saved were Mr. 
and Mrs. Fred D, Addleman and their 
six-year-old daughter, Sarah Jane, or 
967 Ventura Avenue. All were re- 
suscitated by the eforts of local fire- 
men. 

First notice of the family’s peril was 
received when *a next-door neighbor, 
Mrs. Charles Garrels of 965 Ventura 
Avenue, noticed Mrs. Addleman weak- 
ly motioning to her from the rear of 
her home. The woman entered the 
house to find the trio unconscious and 
called Dr. Hugh Penland of Berkeley. 

The doctor immediately diagnosed 
the trouble as being caused by carbon 
monoxide fumes, on seeing a pet canary 
lying in the bottom of its cage. Prompt 
response of the fire department with 
its inhalator equipment was credited 
with reviving the trio after more than 
an hour’s work.

Ahlgren and Assistant Chief John Riley 
showed that a vent in the furnace had 
been displaced, alowing the fumes to

Claim Bills 
Would Peril 
Milk Supply 


Local city and county health author- 
ities throughout the state are calling 
public attention to Assembly bills 50 
and 77 now before the California Legis- 
lature. 

These bills are sponsored, they assert, 
by raw producers and other dairymen 
who have experienced dificulty in mar- 
keting their milk in some of the larger 
cities, because of the high standards re- 
quired—tuberculin tested cows, high- 
scoring dairies, low bacteria counts, and 
high nutrient solids content. 

The purpose of both bills is to elimi- 
nate these local health departments 
and place milk inspection under. the 
the State Department of Agriculture 
at Sacramento. In this manner, it is 
charged, a state-wide standard would 
be set up whereby milk would be ship- 
ped from any place in California; of a 
quality low enough to apply to the 
entire state. 

Consumers of milk will doubtless be 
interested because of the danger of re- 
moving the local safeguards afforded by 
a local efficient system of inspection in 
effect at this time, as evidenced by the 
absence of milk-borne epidemics and 
reduced infant mortality. 

Dr. George Parrish, Health Officer, 
Los Angeles, States: ‘We should bring 
great pressure to bear on our assem- 
blymen to see the fallacy of the claims 
of these men who place a dollar and 
filth in front of a life and cleanliness.” 

Dr. J. C. Geiger, Health Officer, San 
Francisco believes “the passage ot 
these bills would be a public health 
tragedy.” 

Dr. I. O. Church, Alameda County 
Health Officer, concludes “It’s incredi- 
ble that such legislation would be 
proposed in this state, because it would 
wipe out that efficient work done by 
health departments over many: years.”
